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Too-Poor-fo-Pay 
Ruling to Affect 
Police Fines Here

Police Chief Doug Hightower said 


Thursday his department will have to 
"devise some method of collection" of 
fines following a Supreme Court ruling 
Tuesday that a man cannot be im- 
prisoned because he is top poor to pay his 
traffic fines. 


"I don't know yet what it will be. I will 


have to do some research on the ruling 
and see what can be done," Chief 
Hightower said. He said a first step will 
be to confer with City Attorney Don 
Pevehouse about the Supreme Court 
ruling and see if the city's legal advisor 
can draft a form tone signed by a person 
whereby he agrees to pay out a fine over 
a series of installments. 


"We are going to comply with the 


Supreme Court ruling as far as we can. 
That is, we will comply with it in the 
cases that it (the ruling) will apply to," 
he said, adding that there must be some 
method to make a determination of who 
"is too poor to pay a fine imposed 
against him and who just says he is too 
poor." 


Chief Hightower elaborated: "I think 


what this means is it will apply to people 
who are penniless or unemployed. That's 
the way I think the ruling will be con- 
strued." He said until he researches the 
ruling and the effect further in detail he_ 
believes that "if a person has a job and 
the means to pay a fine, he will pay it or 
goto jail."

"I have known several cases where a 


person has announced in court on being 
fined that he has no money; People will 
say 'I can't pay so I guess I will have to 
lay it out in jail'. And many times before 
we get them inside the jail, they 
'discover' they have money in their 
pocket and they can pay the fine before 
they will be locked up. Oh other oc- 
casions, they have come up with the 
money after being in jail several hours." 


Chief Hightower said it was,his un- 


derstanding that once a person was fined 
and police released them from custody 
upon their agreeing to pay the fine at a 
stipulated time, or over a period of time, 
there was not much police could do to 
effect collection if the person didn't pay 
as agreed or refused to pay. "It becomes 
a civil matter then; we can't arrest the 
person again for not paying; we would 
have to sue in civil court to try to collect 
and that really creates problems." 


Chief Hightower said it had been a 


practice, in some instances, to allow a 
person fined to have some time to pay 
the fine rather than going to jail. In the 
main, people shown this consideration 
have kept their word and returned as 
agreed to pay the fine, but this is not true 
in all instances by any means. 


The police chief said the department 


has in its files a stack of "75 to 100 cards" 
on people who had been released under 
such agreements to come back and pay 
the fines who may be paid part of the 
fine, and never paid the balance, or may 
not have paid any portion of the fine. 
"These cards go back as far as 1965. 
Some of the people have disappeared, 
they have moved away, or vanished we 
don't know where, and there is no way to 
collect when we can't find them," he 
said. 
, 


For the time being, Chief Hightower 


said if someone is fined in court and 
pleas poverty, he or the next subordinant 
officer will interview them and make a 
determination "if he actually is pen- 
niless or jobless and too poor to pay, and 
if he is then under the ruling as we un- 
derstand it, he cannot be confined in 
jail.';" He added if the interview per- 
suades him the person can pay, but just 
doesn't want to and hopes to avoid 
paying_by claiming poverty, and won't 
agree to ah installment-payment plan, 
then he can be placed in jail to lay out the 
fine at $5 a day, or until the fine due is 
paid.

But he said "Personally, I would favor 
having foreign students exempted from 


non-resident status, and I would hope we 
can influence the Senate to make some 
such arrangement in the final bill." 


He said he expects a great deal of 


"working over" by the Senate on both 
the tuition bill and the $496 million tax 
bill. 


One amendment to the tuition bill 


would tend to give back to schools and 
students with one hand part of what was 
taken away by the other hand. Rep. 
Hawkins noted that a provision, 
suggested by Rep. Jim Nugent of 
Kerrville, was added under which 50 
cents of the cost of each hour of resident 
tuition ahd$3 of the cost of each hour of 
non-resident tuition would be set aside 
for a scholarship fund to be ad- 
ministered by the college into which the 
tuition is paid. 


Hawkins said "That would give the 


colleges quite a bit of leeway for 
providing for worthy students.''

Hawkins said "We're getting the tax

South Shows 
Migratory 
Census Gain 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The South 


showed a migratory population gain in 
the 1960s for the first time in a century, 
the Census Bureau says, but the exodus 
of blacks was not slowed significantly. 


Although picking up a net gain of 


500,000 persons through migration, the 
166 Southern states lost blacks at the 
rate of 140,000 a year, a bureau report 
showed Wednesday. This contrasted 
with earlier Census estimates that heavy 
migration of blacks from the South 
duririg the 1940s and 1950s had been cut 
to about 88,000 a year. 


Secretary of Commerce Maurice H. 


Stans, in releasing the report, said 
continued high migration of blacks in- 
dicated Negroes were searching for bet- 
ter jobs or higher welfare benefits than 
offered in the South. 


The half-million gain 
through 


migration was first since Civil War 
times for the South, the nation's most 
heavily populated region. 


Most of those moving into the South in 


the '60s were whites, and most went to 
Florida, Maryland, Virginia, Texas and 
Georgia. Most of the blacks leaving the 
region during the decade were from the 
Carolirias, 
Georgia, 
Alabama, 


Mississippi, Tennessee, Arkansas and 
Louisiana.

The Good Samaritan 


We look at the Samaritan, and 


few Bible readers realize that 
there was a parable, a bidden 
rebuke, in the fact that the man 
who acted in ;a merciful and God- 
like fashion was a Samaritan, 
for the Samaritans were bated 
by the Jews — and it must b» 
said in all justice that the Jews 
were bated toy the Samaritans. 


When the ten tribes to the 


north were carried off into cap- 
tivity by the Assyrians, the con- 
querors telt a group that might 
have been called the dregs of 
society. They were not worth 
taking down to the slave markets 
of the Assyrians 
and putting 


them up for sale. Also, there 
were people amorfg the Assyrians 
that the nation wanted to be rkl 
of, and these they moved back, 
and the two degraded groups 
mixed with each other, inter- 
married and became altogether 
degraded. 
That Jesus 
should 


have pointed the accusing fioger 
at priest and Levite who paid 
no attention to the wounded man 
and made the hero of his parablle 
,a Samaritan, was undoubtedly 
intended both as a lesson and 
a rebuke. The Samaritans were 
a degraded group. Most self-res- 
pecting Jews on a journey north 
or south would not deign to pass 
through the Samaritan 
terri- 


tory but crossed to the other 
side of the Jordan so as not to 
come in contact with these de- 
graded and hated people. 


This is a lesson on how we 


should put God's law of love into 
operation whenever we find an 
opportunity to do so.

QUICKY KNITS: Knits are the 


star attraction of the Spring 
season this year. They are 
available in a wide variety of 
textures, patterns, weights and 
colors; they are easy to wear, 
easy care, and easy to sew. 


The weight of the knit will 


determine the type of garment 
for which it is suitable. Double 
knits make great suits, coats and 
tailored dresses while single 
knits are perfect for softer, less 
tailored designs. 


Select a simple pattern for a 


loose knit or bold print and 
generally avoid bias cut or cir- 
cular skirts. When cutting knits, 
work on a long flat surface to 
avoid stretching fabric and do not 
use original fold in fabric. Use 
sharp pins and shears to avoid 
snags. For jersey, pin pattern on 
wrong side to avoid curling. 


To stitch, choose 100 per cent 


polyester thread, a short stitch 
length (12-15), a loose balanced 
tension, adjust pressure foot to 
light, and guide fabric gently 
without pulling. 


To avoid stretch use a bias tape 


in the waistline and shoulder 
seams. Stay stitch all curved 
areas such as neckline and sleeve 
areas. Press in lengthwise 
direction to avoid stretching. 
Place paper strips under seam 
allowances to avoid impression 
on right side. 


Interface 
neckline, but- 


tonholes, cuffs, waistbands and 
belts to prevent stretching. In- 
terface collars, lapels and 
hemlines to give shaping with 


featherweight interfacings 
especially designed for knits. 


If linings are 
necessary, 


construct separately and attach 
at neckline and waistline. Allow 
knit garments to hang at least 
twenty-four hours before the final 
hemming. Use seam hinging or 
hem facing that is recommended 
for knits because it gives with the 
fabric.
